Final Applicants arguments are not convincing. The new rejections raised in the Final Office 
Action of March 2, 2004 were made because of Applicant's amendments to the claims. The 
additional new feature was not previously present in the claims, therefore, the Office Action 
mailed March 2, 2004 was properly made Final. 

Applicant's response has been fully considered but does not overcome the rejection made 
in the Office Action of March 2, 2004. A structure modifying organic chemical is not limited to 
the compositions set out in claim 2. Table 1 and Figures 3 and 4 of the Deng et al. reference

show that Ethembutol changes the composition of the cell wall, indicating that there is structural 
modification occurring a the sugar level of the cell wall. The change in sugar composition of the 
cell wall changes the exposed epitopes displayed by the organism. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., multiplication 
at optimal levels, multiplication to optimal levels) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in Ught of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Gems, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

Applicant's arguments do not overcome the prior rejections and claims 1-4 and 27 remain 
rejected.
